CONGRESSMAN BuRNs’ paper is the only 
alleged Democratic organ we have seen that 
takes the election of CARLISLE as a terrible 
blow to its business interests.”

Dom Smulders and Monsignor Seppiaci Ap 
pointed by the Pope. | 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LoxDox, December 4.—Pope Leo XIII. has ap- 
Pointed Dom Smulders as papal representative in 
Canada, and Mgr. Seppiaci as papal 1epresenta- 
tive in the United States, The latter appoint- 
ment has been hinted at in dispatencs from Rome, 
It is now offielally announced. The appointment 
of Dom Smulders has not heretofore been an- 
nounced. The two appoirtments, though similar 
in nature, are entirely disconnected from each 
other, The latter is one of the results of the 
visit of the American Bishops to Rome, while the 
former is the result of a papal investigation of 
the peculiar condition of affairs in the church in 
Canada. The official title of both of these papal 


representatives will probably be that of abo 


tolle éommissioner.” Their office and their mis 
sion are entirely ecclesiastical. The report that 
a “nuncio” was to be sent to the United States 
was absurd.

A Case for the Coroner—The Result of 


the Post-Mortem Examination on the 
Body of Margaret Schneider—Father 
and Daughter. !

Several days ago Jacob Beffart disappeareé@ 
from his circle of acquaintances, but, being wit 
out relatives, little attention was paid te this, 
He had lived with his wife and one child in a room 
at No. 2710 North Sixteenth street until a reeens 
domestic rupture which resulted in the womau 
leavirte Beffart and taking the little girl with ber. 


The husband grew very despondent over the 
aration and acquainied some of his more mimate 
friends with the enuse of his troubled frame of 
ming. He was advised to wait a littie while and 
as time would probably heal the breach his wife 
and child would returntohim. The separation 
$0 affected him that he refused 
to make any exertion to obtain werk, 
During the latter part of last week he disap 
peared, The door and window of his house; were 
Closed, and it Was supposed tuat Beffart had gone 
away in search of etupioyment. As ne did not re 
turn on Saturday, Sunday or yesterday, some of 
the neighbors determined to open the door, ag 
they thought he might have locked himself in and 
committed suicide. Their suspicions were con 
firmed this morning. When the door was 
pushed ina horrible stench assailed the intrud 
ers, Who hastily retired from the exploration te 
notify the police officer. When the light was ad 
mitted Beffart’s budy was found stretched across 
the dirty bed much decomposed. At the bedside 
Was a cup containing a sediment, whic 
was probably leit aiter the man took his fatal 
dose. Beffart probably took the poison on las 
Saturday as the body was very much decompos 
when found at 7 o’clock this morning. The de- 
ceased was 45 years vid anda German by birtu. 
Coroner Nidelet will have the body transterred to 
the Morgue, where au inquest will be held this aft- 
ernoon ii the deceased’s wile does not take 
charge of the remains. 

This aiternvon Coroner Nidelet and a jury de- 
gan taking testimony concerning the death of 
Mrs. Margaret Schneider, aged 55 years, whose 
body was removed from the City Hospital to the 
Morgue.

The skull 
was fractured in two places, and on raising the 
Skull cap the evtire brain was tound to be con- 
gested, in consequence of tue blows inflicted by 
Senneider with the wagon spoke. The daughter, 
Mary, who was a Witness to her mother’s murder, 
and a victim of ber brutal father’s assaull, Wa 
visited to-day at the City Hospital.
